DOZEN BUILDINGS ARE 
NOW BEING ERECTED 


In Additio n to Ho uses, 
Street 
Pav ing Pro gram is Also a 
Big Item 


T hat bu ilding in Ru shville this 
year is approximately average 
oi w hat it has been in the past 
su mmers, and th at within 
at 
least two years the city 
will 
have shown a vast improvement 
in bu ildings, was made evident 
today following a su rvey of the 
city, which revealed 
th at 
12 
bu ildings are now u nder con­ 
stru ction and th a t 
a nu mber 
more are being contemplated. 
Looking only a few months 
into the fu tu re, it 
is possible 
to see Ru shville with two more 
pu blic bu ildings than it has 
at 
present. One, the Federal bu ild­ 
ing, will be erected by the gov­ 
ernm ent as soon as legal pre­ 
parations are made; the. other, 
Ru shville itself will erect when 
the new library is bu ilt. 
The Federal bu ilding, or R u sh­ 
ville post office, will be located 
ed on the north east corner of 
Third and Harrison streets on 
three lots. Several weeks ago the 
governm ent annou nced the pu r­ 
chase of this territory and 
at 
present the abstracts are being 
prepared to close the deal. Work 
on the bu ilding will not be u n­ 
der way, however, u ntil 
next 
su m m er after 
the 
legislative 
m achinery in W ashington 
has 
fu nctioned. 
The Ru shville pu blic library 
bu ilding is only a short time in 
the fu tu re as w ithin a 
few 
weeks the 
property 
on 
the 
northeast corner of Third 
and 
Morgan streets will be 
deeded 
to the library board by the De- 
Hore interests, owners of the In­ 
dianapolis 
and 
Sou theastern 
railroad. The pu rchase of 
the 
lot was made several weeks ago, 
bu t becau se of the fact 
th at 
the new company had not gained 
control, the deeding was 
held 
u p for approximately 60 days. 
There are seven members

the library board, some appoint­ 
ed by Ju dge Will M. Sparks of 
the Circu it cou rt, and others by 
the city cou ncil, and of 
these 
two have moved from the city 
m aking their resignations au to- 
m atirally effective.

They have 
learned 
th at children, even those of p ar­ 
ents of su perior m entality, may 
be limited in m ental 
alertness 
and th a t learning cannot hasten 
their m ental processes. Moreov­ 
er, children as well as 
parents 
know today th a t there are fields 
to su it all grades of intelligence. 
“Parents are not 
interfering 
as mu ch as they u sed to in the 
life work of children,” said the j 
psychologist. “It u sed to 
m ean j 
th a t if a father was a 
lawyer 
the son was expected to be one, 
too, regardless of his own pref­ 
erences and in spite of his m en­ 
tal capacity and adaptability. 
“Of cou rse, there were 
few 
professions then. O ther lines of 
work were not so attractive 
to 
you ng men and women. Parents 
were ambitiou s for their girls to 
teach school and for their sons

The city cou ncil held a special 
session Friday night, at which 
tim e they, delved into the var­ 
iou s contracts su bmitted in pro­ 
posals Tu esday for a new electri­ 
cal u nit at the water and light 
plant. 
The bids were 
ail tabu lated 
and gone into 
thorou ghly, 
as 
each bid was received either for 
a condensor or a tu rbine, or for 
a combined u nit, with the capa­ 
city to generate 
1 ,5 00 k. w. 
The cou ncil decided th a t the 
best bid, and the only complete 
bid su bm itted according to the 
plans, was th a t of the Westing- 
hou se company, and the con­ 
tra c t for the entire 
u nit was 
given to them on their bid of 
$41 ,1 0 0 . 
The cou ncil also discu ssed dif­ 
ferent phases of the traffic or­ 
dinance, and looked over sam ­ 
ples of w arning signs for traffic 
regu lations, su ch as “stop” signs,

T u rn” 
signs,

This is esp ecially 
necessary when the ap p lications 
are followed by rain. 
Humans are by no m eans the 
only v ictims of the chigger. Nor­ 
mally they feed up on small wild 
animals, including snakes 
and 
lizards and they may 
attack 
birds. They are a p est of consid­ 
erable im p ortance to 
p oultry , 
and are esp ecially 
troublesome 
on late hatched chicks and tur­ 
key s. Heav ily 
infested 
chicks 
soon become droop y and drowsy , 
later may show sy mp toms 
of 
p araly sis and quite frequently die 
frm the attack w ithin a 
few 
day s. Early hatching usually p re­ 
v ents losses of p oultry . Late h a t­ 
ches should be kep t out of high 
grass and brush when chiggers 
are p rev alent. The use of sulp - 
ur as described giv es some p ro­ 
tection, but usually if the chicks 
are brooded by a hen and 
al­ 
lowed free range they will be­ 
come infested. On chickens the 
chiggers are inclined to attach 
in dense masses on the p arts of 
the body less cov ered by down or 
feathers, and a light 
dusting 
with sulp hur will giv e some re­ 
lief. 
No method has been found for 
giv ing an entirely 
satisfactory 
p rotection to p eop le. When going 
into 
p laces 
where 
chiggers 
abound, the bureau adv ises that 
it is well to wear high-top shoes 
ov er the trousers, or leather leg­ 
gings. Dusting the body and un ­ 
derwear w ith flowers of sulp hur 
will giv e a high degree of p ro­ 
tection from attack.

In the last 10 y ears the societies of Bu ilding 
and Loan Associations in America hav e increas­ 
ed their resou rces from less than two to more 
than sev en b illion dollars, and their memb ership 
from fou r to 
elev en million. 
These 
amazing 
figu res, presented at the recent conv ention of the 
Leagu e of 
Bu ilding and Loan 
Associations in 
Dallas, Tex as, giv e an idea of the importance of 
these home b u ilding 
organizations, b u t 
more 
than that prov e that the American people are 
eager to own their own homes. 
Home b u ilding 
activ ities 
tou ch Uie 
v ery 
fou ndation of national prosperity , and the fact 
that these associations hav e prospered so in spite 
of easy money and declining 
rates, mu st b ear 
importantly u pon any censu s of American well­ 
b eing. 
Helping the indiv idu al to b u ild and pay 
for his home, they are play ing a b ig part in ou r 
national life. 
Recent su rv ey s, resu lts of which were dis­ 
closed at the conv ention, show that while nearly 
46 per cent of American families own their own 
homes, the percentage of home owners among 
indu strial workers is comparativ ely small. Some 
hav e laid this to the fact that indu strial wage- 
earners form a shifting tide, mov ing from city to 
city and remaining only where work is good. 
Bu t one ex ample cited shows that the fac­ 
tory worker also wants to own his home. 
In a 
large plant it was fou nd that only 7.5 per cent, or 
16 5 ou t of 2200 men, were home owners. 
After 
new plans to b u ild homes on installment pay ­ 
ments had b een offered to these men, 445 
of 
them, or 22 per cent, joined the b u ilding associa­ 
tion with the definite pu rpose of b u ilding. 
There is something magic 
ab ou t the word 
home, b u t it is hard to regard a hou se as a home 
u nless it’s y ou r own.

ob stacles comparab le to those encou ntered and 
conq u ered when the continent was cu t in twain

Great 
Lakes-St. Lawrence waterway s rou te is less of 
an engineering feat than -that which has b een 
performed time and again in the tu nnelling u n­ 
der the Hu dson and East Riv ers for su b way s 
and motor traffic in and ou t of New York City . 
The Moffatt Tu nnel was dy namited throu gh fiv e 
miles of rock in the Rocky Mou ntains and it is 
an ex ample of engineering far greater and more 
difficu lt than can b e contemplated in the St. 
Lawrence waterway . 
The Cascade Tu nnel on 
the great North Railroad is to pierce the wild 
heights of the Cascade Mou ntains for nearly 
eight miles — a giant’s u ndertaking that only 
ex plosiv es can conq u er. 
The Moffatt Tu nned 
shortened train trav el b etween Denv er and Salt 
Lake City 173 miles. 
The Cascade Tu nnel clips 
140 miles off the transcontinental time tab les. 


With su ch 
illu strations of 
su ccessfu l en­ 
gineering it appears u nfair to keep the Great 
Lakes waiting any longer with ex cu ses that the 
finishing of Natu re’s great highway s is either 
too hard to do, or too ex pensiv e. 
It is neither. 
It is an engineering proposition, and all Canada 
and the United States need to do is to au thorize 
the work, and it will go throu gh speedily .

v oring a hospital for Ru sh cou n­ 
ty , wou ld it not b e adv isab le to

Granting that a hospital 
in 
Ru sh cou nty wou ld u e a 
line 
ihing for th* cou nty , is now 
a 
fav orab le time for ou r p *^ple to 
b e tax ed to meet the cost of the 
same? The av erage increase in 
the rates for tax es du e this y ear 
ov er that of last y ear is ov er 24 
percent, as shown in the follow­ 
ing tab le:

These comparisons

townships,

Glenwood and the city of Ru sh« 
v ille, and we will find increases 
simila r to the ab ov e cases. 
The propa ga nda fav oring

hospita l has v ery little to say re­ 
ga rding the naintainance cost. 
The expense of prov iding a ^esi 
dent phy sician, nu rses, rare t-ak- 


to the keeping u p of a $150,000.00 
hospital, wou ld b e mu ch greater 
than the income, prob ab ly b y at 
least $20,000 per 
y ear. 
This 
maintainance mu st b e met 
b y 
the tax pay er. 
Under the proposed plan, the 
charge the first y ear, for 
b ond 
matu rities and interest on 
the 
b onds will b e $14,250. Adding to 
this amou nt the estimated cost, 
of maintainance of $20,000, will 
make a total cost of $3 4,250. Us­ 
ing Treasu rer Ewb ank’s figu re 
of $46 ,000,000 of 
tax ab les 
in 
Ru sh cou nty , the cost the 
first 
y ear will b e $.074 per $100 or 74c 
per $1,000 of tax ab le 
property 
instead of 23 e per $1,000 as es­ 
timated b y the proponents of the 
hospital. And rememb er y ou tax 
pay ers, this hospital will b e an 
annu al charge for 
the 
nex t 
twenty y ears. 
Ou r tax pay ers are tax ed 
to 
maintain the Long Hospital and 
the Riley Hospital located in In­ 
dianapolis, where charity 
pa­ 
tients may b e sent. There 
are 
many other modern 
hospitals 
within easy driv ing distance of 
any part of Ru sh cou nty , where 
patients may 
b e 
adeq u ately 
cared for. 
A few y eafs ago, a few citizens 
conceiv ed the idea of tax ing the 
people for the b u ilding of a so- 
called Commu nity Bu ilding 
to 
b e erected in Ru shv ille at a cost 
of $150,000, to hou se a gy mnas­ 
iu m, a lib rary for the city 
of 
Ru shv ille, etc. 
After 
hearing 
from the tax pay ers from all ov er 
the cou nty , inclu ding Ru shv ille, 
the project was ab ru ptly drop­ 
ped. Will not the sentiment of 
the thinking people of

Dur­ 
ing the memora ble ca mpa ign of 
18u6, he ma de the a cqua inta nce 
of McKinley, wno wa s Republi­ 
ca n ca ndida te for president a nd 
tha t of Ma rk Ha nna , who wa s 
cha irma n of the 
Republica n 
na tiona l committee. The grea t 
issue between, the pa rties 
tha t 
yea r wa s “ Free 
a nd unlimited 
coina ge of silver a t a fixed ra tio 
of 16 to 11 a nd wa s sta rted by 
the la te honored W. J. Brya n, 
who tha t yea r wa s nominee for 
president on the 
Democra tic 
ticket. The ca mpa ign of 
1860 
ha d little less virulence tha n did 
tha t of 189 6. Both 
questions, 
then a t issue ha ve long 
since 
been settled a nd the 
country 
still survives. Such is the bun­ 
combe of politica l pa rties, 
is 
now, a nd a lwa ys ha s been, tha t 
the success of their pet theory 
mea ns sa fety , prosperity, 
a nd 
constitutiona l 
perma ncy 
but 
tha t if the “ other fellow” wins, 
the country will go to the ever­ 
la sting -bow-wows” . 
It never 
ha s, it never will, for tha nk God 
there a re in ma ns hea rt conser­ 
va tive principles

Does a ny rea ding ma ny think

He wa s 
a ccompa nied by Mrs. Ma nsfield 
a nd when it wa s seen tha t a ll 
Europe wa s to be enta ngled a nd 
diploma tic rela tions were 
sev­ 
ered, they returned a nd took up 
residence in 
Rushville. 
Mr. 
Ma nsfield spent much of 
his 
time looking a fter Mr. Gowdy’s 
esta tes. A plea sa nt, 
congenia l 
a nd compa niona ble ma n, whose 
hea d never swelled with preferr- 
ment, but one of the most con­ 
cise writers a nd spea kers 
in 
his use of la ngua ge I ever met. 
edited the Red Cross book during 
the World Wa r a nd wa s chief 
hea d a nd director of wa r work in 
the county during tha t trying 
period. 
A ma ster of diploma cy, he ne­ 
ver indulged in loud, coa rse or 
explosive la ngua ge but kept on 
a n even keel in stormy wa ters. 
His life a mong us a nd his un­ 
timely dea th a re too recent to 
need rehea rsa l or 
compliment 
here. No eulogy of mine ca n a dd 
to the luster a nd bla meless life 
he led which life must ever be 
a priceless trea sure to her who 
mourns his loss.

This does not in­ 
clude the coal used in generating 
electricity. 
The largest month for 
coal 
consumption in pumping water 
was January with 75 tons. Feb­ 
ruary used 66 tons, March 
69, 
April 69, May G3 and June 
66. 
Rushville has two things in con­ 
nection with its water 
supply 
that it should think upon. First, 
it has the best water to be found 
in the state, and second, it has 
the lowest rate for such water 
service of any ci% its size.

More Kick Than Their Elders 


When chiggers grow 
older 


they reform, mend their ways, 
and cease to be 
the seasonal 


source of annoyance and incon- 
venience to many victims which 
was characteristic of their flam- 
tag youth. A chigger, F. C. Bish- 
opp of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture explains, is 
the first or larval stage, of a 
large red velvety mite which: is 
entirely harmless when mature. 
Contrary to the popular impress- 
ion chiggers do not burrow into 
the skin and require extraction 
for relief. The chigger, minute in 
size though it is, is capable of in- 
jecting a considerable quantity 


of poisonous material into its 
host, and it is this poison that 
causes all the discomfort, the 
persistent itching that 
follows 


chigger bites. 


Destroyng the chiggers does 


rot seem possible; the Bureau of 
Entomology savs, hi areas- which 
sre covered with woods and un- 
derprowth, but prelimniary stud- 
ies bv the bureau indicate they 
nan be checked in the vicinity of 
homes and camns by clearing 
awaV the underbrush, vines, and 
weeds form such areas, keeping 
the grass cut close, and by fol-

They are a pest of consid- 
erable importance to poultry, 
and are especially troublesome 
on late hatched chicks and tur- 
keys. Heavily infested 
chicks 


soon become droopy and'drowsy, 
later may show symptoms

days. Early hatching usually pre- 
vents losses of poultry. Late hat- 
ches should be kept out of high 
grass and brush when chiggers 
are prevalent. The use of sulp- 
ur as described gives some pro- 
tection, but usually if the chicks 
are brooded by a hen and , al- 
lowed free range they will be- 
come infested. On chickens the 
chiggers are inclined to attach 
in dense masses on^the parts of 
the body less covered by down or

In the last 10 years the societies of Building 


and Loan Associations in America have increas- 
ed'their .resources from less than two to more 
than seven billion dollars, and their membership 
frbin lour to eleven million. These amazing 
figures, presented at the recent convention of the 
League of Building and Loan Associations in 
Dallas, Texas, give an idea of the importance of 
these home building organizations, but more 
thun that prove that the American people are 
eager io own their own homes. 


.Home building activities touch Uie very 


foundation of national prosperity, and the fact 
that these associations have prospered so in spite 
of~easy money and declining rates, must bear 
Importantly upon any census of American well- 
being. Helping the individual to build and pay 
fttf nis borne, they are playing a big part hi our 
national life. 


"•Recent surveys, results of which were dis- 


closed -at the convention, show that while nearly 
46 per cent of American families own their own 
homes, the percentage of home owners among 
industrial workers is comparatively small. Some 
have laid this to the fact that industrial wage- 
earners form a shifting tide, moving from city to 
city and remaining only where work is good. 


But one example cited shows that the fac- 


tory worker also wants to own his home. In a 
large plant it was found that only 7.5 per cent, or 
165 out of 2200 men, were home owners. After 
new plans to build homes -on installment pay- 
ments had been offered to these men, 445 of 
them, or 22 per cent, joined the building associa- 
tion with the definite purpose of building.
